‘Ul hussia challenge 


In their quest for a faith, young Russians. weaned 


on Communism, are daring us to demonstrate the 


impact of religion on our personal and national life 


Rocco. I stood on a crowded street in 


Leningrad with a young Russian engineering 
student. It was the 250th anniversary of the 
founding of the city, and a parade was in 
progress. While the red flags were borne past 
to the sound of marc hing bands, he said dra- 
matically, *““There goes my God!” Then he 
looked at me as if wondering whether he could 
possibly be wrong, whether there might be 
something greater, something more 

I talked with many young students in the 
vast and sprawling land of the U.S.S.R., 
talked to them about my field: religion. They 
often answered my questions with questions 
of their own: ““Why,” they wanted to know, 
“does America have the highest crime rate 
of any country in the world? If the United 
States is a religious nation, why does it have 
problems of racism and juvenile delinquency? 
How is it that 70 million Americans do not be- 
long to a church?” 

I answered them as most Americans would 
I admitted we had a great many problems 
and described how we were working to solve 
them. I explained religion’s role in American 
life, in the home, in industry, in education, in 
our attitude toward ourselves and others. I 
told them not to overlook the fact that though 
(0) million of our people had no church con- 


nections, 100 million 


r a | 
| he longer I stayed in Russia the more amaz- 
ing these questions seemed to me Imagine a 
country, officially dedicated to atheism, put- 
ting us on the spot in the field of faith! It’s 
true that in America only six out of every 10 
people have their names on a church role, 
but in Russia about one in 10 would be a fai 
estimate. Statistics are hard to find. They 
ire literally sealed in Kremlin vaults along 
with reports on alcoholism, vandalism, and 
crime. You can’t go to a public library or a 
government bureau in the U.S.S.R. and get 
such information 

But the blunt truth is that young Russians 
are actually out to challenge us——-not only in 
the field of science, but in the spiritual field 
as well. To them, everything from agriculture 
to Space supremacy 1s In contest ind they are 
honestly saying, ‘“‘Let’s make a race of it.” 
Whether we like it or not, Russian young 
people are daring us to demonstrate a higher 


morality than theirs.

Ninety percent of the students I met had 


never been inside a church. Their belief that 


trusted is as deep- 


religious people cannot b 
seated as our contention that “*godless” people 
cannot be trusted. They have been indoctri- 
nated with atheism. They have been briefed 
on the Inquisition and the Thirty Years’ War, 
on witch-burning and squabbles among re- 
ligious faiths. They have not been told about 
religion’s glories, its contributions to the 
world, its culture, its inspiration, its deeper 
meaning in the life of man. They have never 
been introduced to a man like Albert 
Schweitzer. Communism has been presented 
to them as the only valid way of life. It is 


their religion. 


' 
( ,ommunism’s form is strikingly like that of a 
religion. It appeals to the same kind of dedi- 
cation to a selfless cause. For more than 40 
years since the 1917 Revolution, Communism 
has had to provide a satisfactory substitute for 
what we think of as man’s spiritual drive. 

Communism’s god is the State. Its holy 
books are the writings of Karl Marx. Its tem- 
ples are the institutions of learning. Its holy 
city is the Kremlin. Its most famous shrine is 
the tomb of Lenin and Stalin.

It has its sacred trinity: Marx, Engels, and 
Lenin. Its creed is Dialectic Materialism 
which says, “It is not the consciousness of men 
that determines their existence, but, on the 
contrary, their social existence determines 
their consciousness.” Its code is the pro- 
nouncement of Lenin: “The new spiritual 
leader must be the proletariat!’ [ts gospel in- 
sists that the production of life’s necessities 
and the exchange of products is the funda- 
mental law of existence. The major problem 
with which it is concerned is not sin and sal- 
vation, but the conflict between the ‘“‘exploit- 


ing class’ and the “exploited masses.”’ 


. 
(Communism is totally rationalistic, thinks 
only of this life, plans only in terms of physical 
needs. Birth to the Communist ts a biological 
phenomenon, life an inexplicable mystery, 
man the product of his environment, and 
death the inevitable extinction. But this does 
not preclude a high moral and ethical code, 
and it is on this front that it challenges Amer- 
ica’s religious faith. 

Many young people said to me, ““We do 
not miss the things you Americans think you 
must have to live happily. We have a goal to 
work for and this means more to us than 
physical comforts or an easy life.’ Others 
said, **‘We don’t have time to go wrong. There 
is too much to be done and too much to Ix 
learned.”’ Education is a passion with them 
There has not been the disintegration of mor- 
als or the collapse of honor and integrity that 


we often associate with ‘‘godless”’ people. 


ry. 
= is, however, one area which Commu- 
nism has not been able to satisfy. Anyone who 
meets the Russian people with sympathy and 
understanding will realize it. Communism 
has never been able to sublimate or satisfy 
the instinctive personal awareness that hu- 
man life is related to an unseen, eternal Force. 
This yearning, this inquiry is real. Neither 
Sputniks nor any other kind of electronic 
wonder has been able to fill the spiritual void. 
One evening I dropped in on a choir re- 
hearsal in a Russian Protestant church. My 
interpreter, a 25-year-old Ukranian college 
student, had never been inside a church. For 
more than an hour we listened to the thrilling 
songs of the 60-voice choir. When I asked the 
director about Christmas music, he respond- 
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ed by saving the choir would sing Silent Night 


and invited me to sing along in English. After 
several other familiar songs, my interpreter 
commented on the universality of Christian 
hymns and added, ‘“ There must be something 
satisfving in religion, something that cannot 
be found in any other way.’ Her face showed 
her longing and betraved her wish to believe 

This was not an isolated case. Here and 
there among Russian youth, the quest for God 
is beginning to break through. The growing 
interest in what religion is and does is a phe- 
nomenon noted by many a recent traveler 

Organized attempts to stamp out the spir- 
itual impulse among the people have failed 
Leagues of the Godless” have gotten no- 
where. The execution of priests during the 
turbulent post-Revolution period, the con- 
fiscation of church property, the abolition of 
holy days have not halted a peoples’ search.

There were 54,000 open churches prior to 
1917. Shortly after the Revolution all churches 
were closed. Today some 10,000 churches are 


open for worship.

Responsibility for selling your old house shifts from you 
to the trading realtor, who can offer your property to a 
much wider market than you'd be able to reach. He knows 
where a few dollars spent for fix-up will return a better price 
and a faster sale. 

Ihere’s no last-minute pressure for you to sell at below 
fair market price to complete your move. Financing and 
closing arrangements are started when your trade-in terms 
are agreed on and a contract signed, avoiding delays. 

You don’t have to tie up cash or loan money to make the 
whole down payment on your new house.

1. Size up old kitchen. List things wrong 
with it, features you want to add. 

2. Study planning books, magazines, re- 
leases from appliance and kitchen-cabinet 
companies, university extension bulletins. 

3%. Shop around to see what’s available. 

4. Consult a kitchen-planning expert for 
help. Many public utility and cabinet com- 
panies provide this service. 


Pick a pattern. Well-organized kitchen 
plans fall into one of these patterns— L- 
shape, U-shape, one-wall, or corridor type. 

If yours is a ““U’’— try to have open area 
in U, 5 feet wide; 4 feet is minimum. 

If yours is an ““L” or a one-wall arrange- 
ment — keep triangle guide (see below) in 
mind to avoid pitfall of spread-out kitchen. 

If yours is a corridor—allow at least 4 
feet of open runway through room. 


Pay attention to plumbing. Changes can 
prove costly, but don’t overlook a move 
that would greatly improve working ar- 
rangement. Dollar-saving idea: Group laun- 
dry or bathroom plumbing near kitchen. 


Watch windows. Update slim Jims, high 
small ones. For good daylight, let window 
area equal 15 to 20 percent of floor space. 


Measure the distance. Place appliances 
carefully to avoid hemmed-in feeling or a 
racetrack kitchen. Try to leave: 

4 to 6 feet between sink and range 

4 to 7 feet between sink, refrigerator 

4 to 9 feet between refrigerator, range 
To measure, draw a straight line from front 
of one appliance to front of the next. 


Remember the work triangle — walking 
distance from sink to range to refrigerator 
and back to sink. For efficiency, distance 
should not total more than 22 feet. Better 
still, keep it between 15 to 20 feet. If pos- 
sible, route other traffic out of this area. 


Consider counters. Banish the never-have- 
enough-room feeling. Allow at least: 
24-inch counter next to range for serving 
36-inch space for mixing center 
15-inch landing spot next to refrigerator 
36 inches at right of sink to stack dishes 
30 inches at left of sink (less space needed 
if you have a dishwasher) 
24-inch counter for most jobs. Of course, 
one counter may serve two tasks. 


Evaluate equipment. Consider at the start 
the new built-ins that would be costly to add 
later. Appraise value of saving old cabinets 
or sink. Sometimes oldies prove more ex- 
pensive to disguise, revamp, or fit into new 
plan than getting new equipment. 


Wiring and lighting call for experts’ advice. 
Update wiring for top performance of elec- 
trical helpers. Demand good over-all light- 
ing, spotlighting of work counters. 


Ventilation is valuable. Combat cooking 
odors, grease with ventilator, air filter, air 
conditioner, or window exhaust fan.

Britannia metat—an alloy of tin, copper, and antimony used 
for making tableware before the days of silverplating.

Duteh silver——an imported metal of much lower purity than 
sterling; used for very decorative silverware. 

Hall mark—the mark of purity for English silver, comparable 
to “‘sterling’’ in America. 

Hammered silver—a procedure for hand-decorating sterling 
holloware.

Pottery—may be delightfully gay, but it is very porous and the 
least sturdy of baked-clay products. Because it is fired 
(baked) at such low heat and is often unglazed or unevenly 
glazed, it chips and breaks more easily.

Earthenware—made of whiter, more refined clay fired at a 
higher heat. It is less porous and therefore sturdier than 
pottery. There are many grades and qualities of earthen- 
ware, some of it quite fine in texture, weight, and glaze, 
some of it ovenproof. 

China or porcelain—these two interchangeable terms apply 
only to fine, nonporous, translucent wares which have been 
fired at extremely high heat. They are very hard and sturdy, 
despite their delicate appearance. Originally made only in 
China, fine porcelains are now manufactured in the United 
States and Europe. 

Bene china—a fine quality porcelain made only in England 
where the bone-ash clay is preferred. 

Stoneware—a very hard and heavy ware made of unrefined 
heat-resistant clays. 

Bisque—fired, unglazed clayware. 

Faience—a kind of ornamented French pottery. 

Majoliea—a kind of richly decorated Italian pottery. 

Terra cotta—unglazed pottery made of red or yellow clays. 

Glaze—a thick, glasslike coating, baked into the clay body to 
give a smooth, highly polished finish. ‘ 

€razing—a cracking in the glaze—due to poor quality, 

Craekte—a purposeful and controlled crazing which is pro- 
tected by an overglaze; a decorative effect.

In a sheltered, sunny spot, remove the 
baby’s shoes, socks, and jacket to ex- 
pose arms and legs to the sun’s rays.

Feel arms and legs to be sure Baby 
is warm enough. Sunbath can be given 
indoors at sunny, open, south window.

Early spring sunning gives little ones an extra 


dose of healthful vitamin D and prepares skin to 


withstand warmer sun later in season

Ein in localities with severe winters, yvoung- 
sters’ winter-whitened skin can, around the last 
of March, be uncovered to the sun on a south 
porch or patio protected from the wind. Your 
child will cooperate (enjoying the novelty), and 
will have a healthful tan by late April. 

Start by baring your preschooler’s back, 
shoulders, and arms. When he has sunned 
enough (or if the weather changes suddenly), his 
shirt and jacket can be popped back on him. 

Baby may be exposed to the direct rays of the 
sun, either outdoors or at an open, south win- 
dow, after he reaches 10 weeks of age or 10 
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pounds in weight. In early spring, bare arms and 
legs can be his introduction to sunbathing. 

Don’t let either the baby’s or the preschooler’s 
skin become sunburned. Tan gradually and use 
plenty of lotion so the skin won’t become dry. 

As the weather gets warmer, expose more and 
more of the baby’s skin. Finally, when the sun 
feels comfortably warm on your Own bare arms 
and there is no chilling wind or dampness, give 
him a full sunbath outdoors. Limit this first full 
sunning to two minutes on his back and two on 
his stomach. Gradually increase time until Ba- 
by’s daily sunbath is of 30 to 40 minutes’ duration. 

Pictures show how to work sunny outings into 
the daily routine.

After dough has risen twice, turn out on lightly floured surface and 
round in a ball. Divide in 4 equal parts: form in balls. Cover, let 
rest 10 minutes to make the soft dough easier to handle. You'll use 
sections (A). (B), and (C) for the Easter Basket Bread. Set aside 


D)) for the Lemon Buns and erisscrosses (pictured lower right). 


The Easter Basket Bread starts out as a braid, so you'll need 3 
strands, each 20 inches long: Start with sections (A), (B), and (C) 
in balls. Gently roll each piece back and forth with hands, as 
shown above, stretching and smoothing as you go. 
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Now for the braid: Line up the 3 strands, | inch apart. [t's easier 
to make a handsome braid if you start from the center. Braid 
loosely and without stretching, first to one end, then to the other. 
Taper ends of strands and pinch firmly to seal. Use this technique 
for the Anise Loaf and Butter Braid, too 


Fit braid into greased shallow round ovenware dish or pan. (The 
dough will almost fill dish.) Now you're ready for section (1D). 
Divide it in 5 equal parts. Shape 4 of these sections in rounds for 
the Lemon Buns— see below. Save the remaining section for the 
crisscross “handles” for the Buns and Easter Basket. 


‘Tuck 4 washed, uncooked eggs—on side or large end up— into 
braid. Press an ege in center of each bun. Now divide remaining 
dough in 4 pieces. Roll each in pencil-like strip, 16 inches long. 
Then cut in 4-inch lengths— you'll have 16 of this size in all. 
Cross 2 strips over each egg: press ends into dough to seal. Cov- 
er, let almost double: brush with egg, dash with decorettes.

Che cost of having a well drilled 
varies from $4 to $7 or higher a 
foot. including the well casing. The 
cost per foot depends on the forma- 
tions, the amount of rock encount- 
ered, and the over-all depth of the 
well. So a driller seldom can give 
vou a definite cost beforehand 
though he probably can give you an 
approximation 

Usually, vou'll save by having 
the driller bill you by the foot sep- 
arately for drilling and casing, be- 
cause casing often isn’t needed 
through lavers of solid rock.

“*hate”’ their children, too. But, be- 
cause such emotions are not social- 
ly accepted, they learn to control 
themselves. 

“The complicated relations with- 
in the family,’’ Miss Seidler—-who 
has talked to hundreds of disturbed 
children and parents both here and 
in her native Vienna—says gently, 
“bring about all ty pes of emotions 
Love and hate live close together.” 

The important thing for parents 
when faced with a 
distressing situation such as Sarah’s 


to remember, 


mother faced, is that “‘scenes always 
develop too rapidly And that for the 
child, it is the violence of the scene that 
remains in the child’s memory long after 
the action that precipitated it has been 


forgotten.” 


Reasons for aggressiveness 


If, then, a certain amount of 
aggressiveness is par for the course, 
how can you as a parent determine 
whether your child is normally ag- 
gressive, not aggressive enough, or 
whether his behavior indicates that 
he is, perhaps, too aggressive? 

“Tf your child uses his aggressive- 
ness to solve problems and over- 
come obstacles, it is healthy,’ Miss 
Seidler says. “If, however, he is 
if he is tak- 
ing unfair advantage of others by 


using it in other ways 


superior strength, or for ‘sport’ to 
tease others, then it is not healthy. 
TIhen you must find out what is 
making your child act this way.” 
The reasons are not always easy 

to find, and sometimes parents 
looking for the ‘“‘why” of a child’s 
behavior make startling discoveries.

One such ar- 
gument is that refiners take more pains to relieve 
high-octane gasoline of the sulfur and unwanted 
acid- and gum-forming agents that are present 
in all crude oil. Regular gasoline is apt to leave

Another bonus from premium not usually in- 
dicated by the alphabetical blurbs on the pump 
is its “tailored” quality lop-line gasoline sold 
in summer resists the tendency to vapor-lock, 
and old cars are more prone to this annoying 
malfunction than new models. Conversely, in 
winter, premium fuels are made more highly 
volatile to provide fast cold-morning starts. This 
feature alone can pay its way by saving a few 
towing bills for an old and cranky car.

The mechanism of fouling, whether in aircraft 
or auto engines, is simply that deposits build up 
on the plug tips to the point where they short 
out. The phosphorus additives both modify these 
deposits so that they can’t conduct electricity 
and soften them so that they are for the most part 
blown out through the exhaust system. A spark 
plug will still wear out from other, more natural 
causes, but it will fire gasoline containing phos- 
phorous far longer than the untreated kind. It is

P.S. From what ex-neighbor Bob Hannelly 
writes from Washington, it seems the govern- 
ment isn’t any easter on folks down there than 
it ts on the rest of us this time of year. 


Dear Burton: Here it is income tax dead- 
line time and the government again is aflame 
with avarice.
